Truman Asks 
Mobilization 
Cooperation 


“Relaxation” One 
Of Major Problems 


WASHINGTON, April 9 (/p) — 
President Truman appealed today 
for the “complete cooperation of 
every segment of our population 
in the mobilization program. 
Mr. Truman made the appeal at 
the initial meeting of his new mob­ 
ilization advisory board composed 
of labor, industry, farm and public 
members and headed by Economic 
Mobilizer Charles E. Wilson.

1. Ways to change the Defense 
Production Act to help do a better 
job of m ilitary rearm am ent and, 
at the same time, do a more effec­ 
tive job in controlling Inflation. 
The act expires June 30. 
2. The problem of putting the 
Wage Stabilization Board back into 
business. It has been inactive since 
union labor representatives walked 
out two months ago in

against mobilization policies. 
The discussion on both was gen­ 
eral; Mr. Truman supplied no spe­ 
cific recommendations.

WASHINGTON, April 9 (/F)—The 
Supreme Court set aside today the 
conviction of two Florida negroes 
who had br en sentenced to die for 
the rape of a white girl.

the American College of Physicians.

Another is tile difficulty to start, 
h.mie kinds of epidemics.

T y p h o i d spreads 
through contaminated water, but 
boiling water kills the germs. 
Other epidemics spread from per­ 
son-to-person contact. Isolating the 
sick people can break the chain of 
infection. 
Third is the fact that science 
doesn’t know exactly how many 
kinds of epidemics do get underway. 
Fourth is protection by vaccina­ 
tion against many diseases.

Mobilization Tax Concessions 


Defense Production 
Administrator William 
H. 
Harrison is scheduled to testify on Wednesday before 
tne joint Senate-House “watchdog" committee on 
defense production, of which Sen. Maybank <D. S.C.) 
Is chairm an, about the tax concessions being granted 
Big Business to build new plants in a hurry. On April 
4 when the committee opened its current hearings, 
the National Production Authority said It would give 
Small Business "special leniency” on applications for 
tax help in expanding production. 
But also on April 4. Sen. Sparkman (D., Ala.) said 
that o f almost $4 billion in tax concessions already 
granted, small business had received only a trifle over 
five per cant. Total applications for tax help pro­ 
vided in the Revenue Act of 1950 are reported to in ­ 
volve $7 billion. 


Companies building new plants solely for defense 
production can write off for tax purposes the total 
cost of expanded facilities over as short a period as 
five years. Section 218 of the Revenue Act of 1950 
provides: “Every person, at his election, shall be en­ 
ticed to a deduction with respect to the amortization 
of the adjusted basis . . . of any emergency facility . . . 
based on a period of 60 months.” Tile purpose was to 
•Hay fears that plants built for defense emergency 
would become a financial burden when the emergency 
ended. 
Tliose taking advantage of this so-called rapid 
write-off concession must apply for a “cert locate of 
necessity" from the certifying agency originally the 
National Security Resources Hoard, now tile Defense 
Production Administration. Regulations issued by the 
NSRB and now administered by Mr. Harrison require 
these certificates of necessity to establish that “the 
construction, reconstruction, erection, installation, or 
acquisition of the facilities referred to . . . is neces­ 
sary In whole or in part in the interest of national 
defense during the emergency period.” Tax conces­ 
sions were offered to stimulate defense production 
In the excess-profits-tax law of 1940. Tile 1950 Act, 
however, stipulates that gains from the sale of pro­ 
perty “attributable to amortization deduction” must 
be reported 
and taxed 
as normal income. 
Under 
World War II legislation such profits were treated as 
capital gains, on which the maximum rate is 25 per 
cent at present. 
Normally, according to Bureau of Internal Rev­ 
enue r e g u l a t i o n s , "Hie amount of the annual deduc­ 
tion allowable for depreciation is . . . dependent upon 
the expected useful life of the asset. The factors which 
determine the useful life of property in a trade or 
business . . . are wear and tear and decay or decline 
from normal causes; and also various forms of obso­ 
lescence.” 
Ac co m p ared with Hie five-year period in which 
the co st of defense facilities can be written off, the 
Treasury confiders the following periods as normal 
“ useful lives:” apartm ents, 50 yrs.; m achine shops, 
60; warehouses. 75; facto ries, 50; grain elevators, 75. 
Sen. Maybank charges that the rapid writ e-off 
privileges have been extended to nondefense indus­ 
tries for new freight cars, cement plants, cotton gins. 
Sen. Capehart <R., Ind.) has said loose methods in 
issuing certificates of necessity could cost the govern­ 
ment $5 billion in five years. When the Revenue Act 
of 1950 was up for passage last September. Sen. Hum­ 
phrey CD., Minn.) said the tax-concessions section 
m ight well have been entitled, “How to Coax Business 
to Make More Profits on the War.” 


Wrong Fish 


The federal government has sternly ordered a 
man who always believed he was an American to 
produce proof of his citizenship or go back to the 
eountry’ where he was born. 
It isn t Frank Costello, the reputed czar of the 
underworld, who is being handed his deportation 
papers. The government says it has no legal right to 
deport him. 
It isn’t Harry Bridges, the convicted 
Communist, whose chief career has been stirring up 
labor trouble on the West Coast. 
Costello, who hails from Italy, and Bridges, who 
is Australia’s gift to this country, arf apparently free 
to stay here as long as they desire. 
Tile man the government is threatening with 
deportation is Cyril Claude Andersen, a 34-year-old 
former Army major who nearly lost his life fighting 
for the United Stat es in World War II. He was born 
in England but he has lived here since he was a child 
pnri always believed himself to be an American citizen 
and he has certainly conducted him self like one. 
The horrendous crime for whioh he is being 
threatened with deportation is that his father made 
a mistake when he filled out naturalization papers in 
1925—when Andersen was eight years old—and said 
his children were residents of the United States 
although they had not yet moved here from England. 
There are other technicalities involved—Andersen 
Is afraid he will lose his IOO per cent disability pension, 
for Instance, if he applies for citizenship papers now. 
But the plain fact of the matter is that the govern­ 
ment is apparently doing its best to kick a loyal dis­ 
abled veteran out of the country on a technicality 
while foreign-born gangsters, thugs and Communists 
are free to stay. 


Value Of Intelligence 


Speaker Rayburn has promised to give the House 
of Representatives further details this week on his 
warning to it last week. He warned then that the 
UN forces in Korea were threatened by a great 
mashing of troops in Manchuria, “not all of them 
Communist Chinese by a great extent.” 
President Tillman, while refusing to admit that 
the International situation had become any worse, 
commented that it was still critical and that Rayburn 
was “a truthful man ” The skeptics pointed out that 
the House was about to vote on the U M T -draft 
extension bill. also that last November General Mac­ 
A rthur^ intelligence staff had been woefully m is­ 
informed. on the optimistic side, about the enemy 
strength in Manchuria at that time. 
The United States was a late-comer into the field 
of "intelligence.” General Bradley writes in the cur­ 
rent instalment of his serialized history of World War 
IT 
"The American Army’s long neglect of intelligence 
training was soon reflected by the ineptness of our 
initial undertakings.” 
As the war proceeded, the Office of Strategic 
Services, under General "Wild Bill” Donovan, com­ 
piled and analyzed all the available information use­ 
ful in the war effort. More important, it got valuable 
new data by methods th a t could loosely be called 
“ •spying ” T oday all government intelligence activities 
• re co o rd in a ted in the Central Intelligence Agency 
wilder General W. Bedell Smith.

A 


m p u t a t i o n s reach an aii- 
tim e high in the Civil war. In 
those days surgeons were more 
interested in saving lives than 
limbs; the m odern 
medico 
saves 
both. The soldier of th a t era ran 
the risk of losing a leg no m atter 
how trivial th e 
gunshot 
wound. 
Army physicians had no penicillin 
or other wonder drugs and cleanli­ 
ness was not considered im portant. 
Consequently, infections were rife 
and whenever bacterial invasion got 
out of control 
am putation 
w a s 
necessary to prevent death. For­ 
tunately, chloroform 
had • become 
available as an anesthetic; a t least 
the am putees were spared the tor­ 
tures of the dam ned associated with 
an operation of this type. 
Not all am putations in this period 
were because of gunshot lesions. In 
one Georgia prisoner of war cam p 
there were six or seven am putations 
a day because of conditions result­ 
ing from starvation and over-ex­ 
posure to cold. M any Union prison­ 
ers developed infected blisters, aores, 
and gangrene in Ute bitter winter 
nights, 
In 
the 
m ajority, 
neither 
life nor limb was saved because only 
a handful had the constitution to 
recover. The technic of the surgeons 
was nothing to brag about: On one 
occasion a leg was am putated so 
high th at the artery could not be 
closed in the usual m anner, accord­ 
ing to Sigmund Epstein. A squad of 
six m en was detailed to compress 
the open blood vessel for four hours 
a t a time, with a substitute or re­ 
lief m an standing by should some­ 
thing go amiss. This 24 hour hum an 
lifeline saved the captain's life even 
ti lo weeks elapsed before the artery 
healed. 


B ut the loss of a leg did not pre­ 
vent m any of these am putees from 
becoming famous. In fact, later in 
the post-w ar era the senate wa* 
said to be "an arena for one legged 
Confederates.” Two of 
the 
best 
known Civil w ar am putees were 
R ichard Stoddert Ewell (Old B ald­ 
headed Dick) and Daniel E, Sickles. 
Ewell was shot by a sharpshooter 
ami after the injured extrem ity was 
removed the stum p opened twice; 
once when he was jolted in a litter 
and again when he fell on the ice. 
L ater Ew'ell was shot in his w'ooden 
leg, which suggests th a t he was 
destined to one 
leggedness. T h e 
prosthesis was shattered Rnd when 
asked by a comrade if he had been 
wounded, he replied, “It don’t h u rt 
a bit to be shot in a wooden leg.” 
A t any ra te th e general was known 
as a woman hating bachelor. He had 
been jilted as a young m an, but 
ultim ately came to his senses; 12 
years before his death he m arried 
the original “W idder Brown.” 


Sickles, a Union officer, was ju st 
the opposite type and had trouble 
avoiding women. He acquired the 
nicknam e. “Yankee K ing of Spain,” 
because of his antics along this line 
while acting as our am bassador to 
th a t country. He got along well on 
crutches and was against wearing 
an artificial limb because in those 
days the device was so uncom fort­ 
able. 
We seeing fewer and fewer in­ 
dividuals walking on crutches be­ 
cause of a . leg am putation. More 
and more injured legs are being 
saved. In addition, artificial limbs 
fit better and, w ith practice, they 
can be used w ithout attractin g too 
m uch attention. In our 20th cen­ 
tury wars, m ilitary 
surgeons 
are 
called upon to do fewer am puta­ 
tions. In the Napoleonic w»rs the 
fam ous Larrey performed as m any 
as 200 a day in some battles.

The Ipr Saga

N CONNECTION with the forth­ 
coming investigation by the Mc- 
C arran 
Committee,

th e In stitu te of Pacific R elations, 
which Is a central point of any 
studies m ade of the Asiatic policy 
of the U nited States. The IPR has, 
since Its organization (1925), been 
a great factor not only in determ in­ 
ing F ar E astern policy but in the 
training and selection of personnel.

A dm inistrator W illiam 
H arrison is scheduled to testify on W ednesday before 
the joint Senate-H ouse “w atchdog” com m ittee on 
defense production, of w hich Sen. M aybank (D.. S.C.) 
is chairm an, about th e tax concessions being granted 
Big Business to build new p lan ts in a hurry. On April 
4 when the com m ittee opened its c u rre n t hearings, 
th e N ational Production A uthority said it would give 
Sm all Business “special leniency” on applications for 
tax help in expanding production. 


B ut also on April 4, Sen. S parkm an (D., Ala.) 6aid 
th a t of alm ost $4 billion in tax concessions already 
granted, sm all business had received only a trifle over 
Ave per cont. Total applications for tax help pro ­ 
vided in the Revenue Act of 1950 are reported to in­ 
volve $7 billion. 


Com panies building new plants solely for defense 
production can w rite off for tax purposes th e to tal 
cost of expanded facilities over as sh o rt a period as 
five years. Section 216 of the R evenue Act of 1950 
provides: “Every person, a t his election, shall be en­ 
titled to a deduction w ith respect to the am ortization 
of the adjusted basis . . . of any em ergency facility . . . 
based on a period of 60 m onths.” Tile purpose was to 
•Hay fears that plants built for defense em ergency 
would become a financial burden w hen the em ergency 
ended. 
T7io.se Inking advantage of this so-called rapid 
write-off concession must apply for a "certificate of 
necessity” from tile certifying agency originally Hie 
N ational Security Resources Board, now the Defense 
Production A dm inistration. R egulations issued by th e 
NSRB and now adm inistered by Mr. H arrison require 
these certificates of necessity to establish th a t “the 
construction, reconstruction, erection, installation, or 
acquisition of the facilities referred to . . . is neces­ 
sary in whole or in p a rt in the in terest of natio n al 
defense during the em ergency period.” T ax conces­ 
sions were offered to stim ulate defense production 
In the excess-proflts-tax law of 1940. Tile 1950 Act. 
however, stipulates that gains from Hie sale of p ro ­ 
perty “attrib u tab le to am ortization deduction” m u st 
be reported 
and taxed 
as norm al incom e. 
U nder 
W orld W ar ll legislation such profits were treated as 
capital gains, on which the m axim um rate is 25 per 
cent at present. 
Normally, according to Bureau of In tern al R ev­ 
en u e regulations, “tile am ount cif the annual deduc­ 
tion allowable for depreciation is . . . dependent upon 
th e expected useful life of the asset. The factors w hich 
determ ine the useful life of property in a trad e or 
business . . . are wear and tear and decay or decline 
from norm al causes; and also various form s of obso­ 
lescence ” 
Ac com pared w ith tin* five-year period in w hich 
the cost of defense facilities can be w ritten off, th e 
T reasury considers the following periods as norm al 
“ useful lives:” ap artm en ts, 50 yrs.; m achine shops, 
60; w arehouses, 75; factories, 50; grain elevators, 75. 
Sen. M aybank charges th a t the rapid w rite-off 
privileges have been extended to nondefense indus­ 
tries for new freight cars, cem ent plants, cotton gins. 
Sen C ap eh art <R.. Ind.) has said loose m ethods in 
issuing certificates of necessity could cast the govern­ 
m ent $5 billion in five years. W hen th e Revenue Act 
of 1950 was up for passage last Septem ber, Sen. H um ­ 
phrey <D., M inn.) said the tax-concessions section 
m ig h t well have been entitled, “How to Coax Business 
to M ake More Profits on the W ar.”

Getting The "Haymaker" Ready 


Civil War Amputations 


A 
tm 


MPUTATIONS reach an all- 
time high in the Civil war. In 
those days surgeons were more 
, interested in saving lives than 
limbs; the modern medico saves 
both. H ie soldier of that era ran 
the risk of losing a leg no m atter 
how trivial the 
gunshot 
wound. 
Army physicians had no penicillin 
or other wonder drugs and cleanli­ 
ness was not considered important. 
Consequently, infections were rife 
and whenever bacterial invasion got 
out of control 
amputation 
w a s 
necessary to prevent death. For­ 
tunately, chloroform had • become 
available as an anesthetic; at least 
the amputees were spared the tor­ 
tures of the damned associated with 
an operation of this type. 
Not all amputations in this period 
were because of gunshot lesions. In 
one Georgia prisoner of war camp 
there were six or seven amputations 
a day because of conditions result­ 
ing from starvation and over-ex­ 
posure to cold. Many Union prison­ 
ers developed infected blisters, sores, 
and gangrene in tile bitter winter 
night*. In the majority, neither 
life nor limb wit* saved because only 
a handful had the constitution to 
recover. The technic of tile surgeons 
was nothing to brag about: On one 
occasion a leg was amputated so 
high that the artery could not be 
closed in the usual manner, accord­ 
ing to Sigmund Epstein. A squad of 
six men was detailed to compress 
the open blood vessel for four hours 
at a time, with a substitute or re­ 
lief man standing by should some­ 
thing go amins. Thin 24 hour human 
lifeline saved the captain's life even 
tho weeks elapsed before the artery 
healed. 


But the loss of a leg did not pre­ 
vent many of these amputees from 
becoming famous. In fact, later in 
the post-war era the senate was 
said to be “an arena for one legged 
Confederates.” Two of 
the 
best 
known Civil war amputees were 
Richard Btoddert Ewell (Old Bald­ 
headed Dick) and Daniel E. Sickles. 
Ewell was shot by a sharpshooter 
aud after the Injured extremity was 
removed the stump opened twice; 
once w hen he was jolted in a litter 
and again when he fell on the ice. 
Later Ewell was shot in his wooden 
leg, which suggests th at he was 
destined to one leggedness. T h e 
prosthesis was shattered and when 
asked by a contrade if he had been 
wounded, he replied, “It don’t hurt 
a bit to be allot in a wooden leg.” 
At any rate the general was known 
as a woman hating bachelor. He had 
been jilted as a young man, but 
ultimately came to his senses; 12 
years before his death he married 
the original “Widder Brown.”

The IPR has, 
since its organization (1925), been 
a great factor not only in determin­ 
ing Far Eastern policy but in the 
training and selection of personnel. 
In previous articles, I have dis­ 
cussed the origin and changes in 
this organization. Now, we come to 
the biennial conference 
held 
at 
Banff, Canada, August 14-26, 1933. 
It was at this meeting that the 
American group appeared in full 
control, E. C. Carter, the secretary 
of the American Council, becoming 
secretary-general of the interna­ 
tional organization. 
The Russians 
were 
absent 
at 
Banff and 
the 
reason officially 
given was: 


M. . . Bat lack o f recognition 
of the Soviet government by the 
governments of Canada and the 
United . States, and 
passport 
regulations that fall abort of 
according visitors from the So­ 
viet Union complete equality 
with representatives of other 
countries, prevented this pre­ 
ferred cooperation from mater­ 
ialising. The Pacific Council, in 
taking cognisance of this situa­ 
tion, not only expressed deep 
regret but determined to make 
sure that the time and place 
for the next conference, in 1935, 
should be chosen with the full­ 
est regard for the wishes of this 
important member group.” 


Considerable 
concern 
was 
ex­ 
pressed over the absence of the 
Russians and the preface to the 
1933 report says: 
. .Indeed, some of the questions 
for discussion drafted months earl­ 
ier almost seemed designed to draw 
out issues in which the U. S. S. R. 
it especially interested: As, for ex­ 
ample, those relating to the effect 
of national economic policies on in­ 
ternational conflict 
specifically 
those relating to trade expansions 
- to the industrialization of new 
areas, and the quest for underlying 
causes and motives of such policies. 
Government monopolies, the effect 
of anti-dumping' laws, embargoes, 
controls over the export of capital, 
and other subjects of that nature

“Towards the end of the eco­ 
nomic discussions, questions came 
up concerning the efficacy of 
methods tried by different gov­ 
ernments in adjusting their in­ 
ternal machinery of economic 
controls to

lack 
of 
first-hand 
evidence 
from the Soviet republics dis­ 
tinctly limited the discussion, 
although a few members, such 
as Colonel Hugh Cooper, 
an 
American engineer with 
long 
experience in Russia, were rela­ 
tively well informed. In one of 
the round tables on education, 
statements were made about So­ 
viet propaganda in neighboring 
states of the Far East w hich, in 
the absence of rn Soviet spokes­ 
man, 
remained 
unchallenged 
though to some they seemed to 
be contrary to the known poli­ 
cies of the Soviet Union. 


“That these difficulties due to 
the absence of one of the most im­ 
portant groups in the institute were 
realized by many of the members 
appears also from the discussions 
of

committee which, in planning for 
the main theme of the 1935 con­ 
ference. placed in the forefront of 
its considerations the widely felt 
need for a full jiresentation of the 
economic and social policies of the 
Soviet Union, with the philosophy 
and concrete objectives at the back 
of them.”

It was decided to call the 193o 
conference at a place where the 
Russians would be welcome. It was, 
however, known in August, 1933, 
that the Roosevelt Administration 
intended to recognize Soviet Rus­ 
sia. This was achieved in Novem­ 
ber, 1933.

Options have been obtained on 
BK*-i of the property F inan explain­ 
ed bul no final decision has been 
m ade on the site by the local bourd 
Although the Federal Housing A uth­ 
ority in Philadelphia lias approved 
th e location.

Robb, attorney for the North End 
gT up opposing the selection of the 
site. stated th at the building was 
being placed In an already con­ 
gested area.

Carver High School and a m em ber 
of the Housing Board, told the 
group th a t a great deal of con­ 
sideration had been given all loca­ 
tions, m uch opposition had been 
received from everywhere, but th a t 
th e only location suitable to the 
Federal Housing A uthority in P hil­ 
adelphia, was the Frederick Street 
site. 
All others had been turned 
down for various reasons, such as 
Inadequate 
transportation, 
n o n - 
m utable terrain, unavailability of 
options, nearness to schools and 
churches, etc., he outlined. 
It was brought out th a t the n ear­ 
ness of the fire station on Frederick 
S treet m ight cause th e accidental 
death of a child if th e project were 
placed there, but Bracey countered 
w ith the fact th a t all colored child 
ren at-end Carver School on Fred 
crick Street some 187 days out of 
th e year every year and no cause 
for alarm had been noted before. 
Bracey pointed out th a t approxi­ 
m ately 1.000 colored persons live in 
Allegany county and housing au­ 
thority reports showed some 
138 
families are living in sub-standard 
conditions. 
Reasons Not Justified 
Rev. George A. Tate, pastor of 
M cKendree M ethodist Church, who 
attended the m eeting and favored 
the relief of his charges told the 
visiting delegation, “none of your 
reasons are justifable. You just don’t 
w ant Negroes in the community. 
W hy do the Negroes devaluate your 
property? If they do then it is tim e 
we took stock of our com m unity and 
found out Just w hat m akes it tick 
along those narrow -m inded lines.” 
Rev. T ate went on to point out 
th a t he could show m any instances 
w here th e colored population had 
actually increased th e value of pro­ 
perty where they lived “right here 
in Cum berland if need be.” he said. 
T he pastor then w ent on to say 
th a t colored people do a pretty good 
Job under the circum stances when 
th e undesirable elem ent point was 
again raised.
